This t ime of  year wi thout a double is my favor i te t ime in the v i l lage. Fal l  in upstate NY has so much to
offer-  fest ivals,  outdoor act iv i t ies,  cooler temperatures,  apple picking, pumpkin patches. I  could go on
and on. The vi l lage is busy with many important projects as wel l  as gett ing ready for the long winter
ahead. I  want to thank al l  our dedicated employees and volunteers who cont inue to give their  t ime and
talents towards making our v i l lage so special  and vibrant.  We are t ru ly for tunate to have so many
residents wi l l ing to step up and be part  of  a community cont inuing to prosper and grow. Thank you al l
for  making our v i l lage what i t  is .  

I  had the honor recent ly of  appoint ing Jane Rice to f i l l  the t rustee’s posi t ion that  was vacated by
Trustee Duggleby. Trustee Duggleby and his fami ly moved south for  a new job opportuni ty;  I  want to
personal ly thank Dennis for  a l l  h is hard work on the vi l lage board.  Trustee Rice has over 25 years of
municipal  exper ience with the Vi l lage of  Fayettevi l le as planning board v ice chair  and chairperson. I ’m
exci ted to have Jane on the Board of  Trustees. Her exper ience with the planning board,  along with her
work exper ience as a professional  p lanner,  wi l l  help guide our v i l lage over the next few years as we
progress thru chal lenges such as the Rte.  81 project ,  and developments in around our v i l lage. We do
have a few openings on our volunteer boards and commit tees, so i f  you are interested please reach
out to the v i l lage of f ice.  

As the summer came to a c lose, I  want to thank the DPW staf f  for  working on so many key projects in
our v i l lage. We were able to pave & str ipe most of  our municipal  parking lots;  we worked on a
drainage project  on Mechanic Street that  included, paving, curbing, and drainage work;  the Walnut
Street br idge was re-opened af ter  being closed for c lose to two years;  several  streets were paved in
the vi l lage and new speed bumps instal led on Mi l l  Street to help ease some of the speeding and
volume of  cars going in and out of  the Mi l l  Street corr idor.  The DPW is current ly in the planning
stages for a new trash pickup system simi lar  to what the Vi l lage of  Manl ius and Town of  Manl ius has
been using for the past few years.  This process wi l l  take over two years to implement but we are
looking forward to having this new system enhance our already vibrant t rash and recycl ing programs.
I f  th is were not enough, the DPW is also working on instal l ing our f i rst  p icklebal l  court  in Brookside at
Coul ter Park;  th is project  needed a temporary road instal led,  large trees taken down and some minor
drainage work.  We are very grateful  to the ent i re DPW team for al l  their  hard work and dedicat ion.  We
are truly lucky to have such a ta lented group of  people leading and working at  our DPW, and I  thank
you al l .  

Our Comprehensive Plan Commit tee has been very busy meet ing to ref ine the Comp Plan. I  know
Trustee Smal l  wi l l  ta lk about i t  more in his art ic le,  but  I  wanted to take this t ime to thank the
commit tee along with EDR for their  help and guidance with the plan. I ’ve at tended both workshops at
the Fayettevi l le Senior Center and I  cannot thank you enough to al l  who came out and gave us their
ideas and input.  Your input is invaluable to make sure we are moving this v i l lage in the direct ion that
wi l l  enhance the residents we have the honor of  serving. This Comp Plan wi l l  help guide our v i l lage
for the next 6-8 years.

The Vi l lage is current ly working on several  ARP (American Rescue Plan) projects.  The Vi l lage
received $206,000 for in i t iat ives to help our v i l lage with the ef fects of  the pandemic.  We were
fortunate in our v i l lage as we worked hard to minimize the impacts of  the v i rus.  We froze budgets,
found new ways to do business, and looked for ef f ic iencies in our operat ions.  We have always
budgeted for needs not wants.  This ARP funding al lows our departments to get some of  these wants.
As a resul t  of  the ARP funds, there is new mural  on the wal l  of  Freedom of Espresso, new LED l ights
on the f i rehouse & vi l lage hal l ,  new websi te & l ive streaming services,  and other projects that  wi l l  be
done in the next few months.  Please look at  our websi te for  more informat ion on these great projects
that wi l l  be enhancing the qual i ty of  l i fe for  a l l  of  the residents of  the v i l lage.  

This is a great t ime of  year.   I t ’s  even better when you can see how much is happening every day in
our v i l lage. We are busy f inal iz ing the 2022 projects whi le planning for the 2023 projects.  And, we are
act ively working on gett ing grants for  the upcoming year whi le c losing out the projects f rom the past
year.  Al l  th is work gets done by the t rustees and department heads as wel l  as our c lerk ’s of f ice.
Special  thanks to our c lerks who work t i re lessly to keep our v i l lage running and making sure we are
meet ing and exceeding your needs.

Renewable Fayettevi l le is Fayettevi l le ’s Cl imate Smart  Community
Taskforce. The group has started to meet,  wi th a goal  of  reducing
greenhouse gases and promot ing energy ef f ic iency and sustainabi l i ty .   In
2018, the Vi l lage began work on DEC’s Cl imate Smart  Community
program. However,  the COVID Pandemic created a pause in pursui t  of
the goals of  that  program.  We are bui ld ing on what has been done in the
past to achieve the Bronze level  of  that  program. We’re working in
conjunct ion wi th NYSERDA and the DEC to become a greener
community.

The vi l lage received a grant f rom NYSERDA for $5000 that we are using
to convert  18 ornamental  l ights in the v i l lage to LED and supply Hol iday
LED l ights.  This wi l l  reduce our electr ical  usage and reduce vi l lage
costs.  The vi l lage is also working on gett ing an electr ic vehic le for  our
codes enforcement and some electr ic vehic le charging stat ions.  The
Vi l lage is apply ing for grants to help pay for both of  these.

At the Fal l  Fest ival ,  the Vi l lage of  Fayettevi l le announced a new Kitchen
Waste Compost ing Pi lot  program that we’re very exci ted about.  The pi lot
program wi l l  involve bi-monthly curbside pickup of  k i tchen waste.  We wi l l
be educat ing the residents about the benef i ts associated with resident ia l
compost ing. Compost ing is the pract ice of  separat ing organic waste
(food and more) f rom regular landf i l l  bound household garbage so that i t
can be processed into a nutr ient  r ich mater ia l  (compost)  and can then be
used to improve soi l  qual i ty.  Af ter  a meal,  lef tover food scraps from
cooking and your plate can be placed into your compost ing bin.  By
separat ing your food scraps at  home, you are helping to send less waste
to the landf i l l  and thereby reducing t ipping fees. More important ly,  you’re
contr ibut ing to a c leaner and heal th ier environment.   

The Vi l lage compost pi lot  wi l l  be vegan. We wi l l  accept plant-based
products such as vegetable waste,  f ru i t  waste,  cof fee grounds, and tea.
(We wi l l  not  accept meat,  f ish,  dairy,  eggs, fats,  o i ls ,  or  pet waste.)
Tipping fees have increased over the last  few years and reducing waste
volume helps reduce the vi l lage’s costs.  I t  a lso helps the environment
and improves the future for  our chi ldren and grandchi ldren. 

The Vil lage of Fayettevil le invites the f irst 100 households to sign
up to participate in this Kitchen Waste Composting Pilot program.

Remember,  the Vi l lage wi l l  cont inue to provide normal waste
management,  separate f rom the Ki tchen Compost Pi lot  program. 
 Garbage pickup, recycl ing of  paper,  g lass,  and cans, leaves and yard
waste pickup, and bui ld ing debr is pickup. (Remember,  the Vi l lage does
NOT pick up grass c l ippings.)

Greet ings everyone, I  hope you had a great summer and are enjoying the
Fal l .   Each season of fers so much beauty as is seen in the changing colors
of the t rees.  The Tree Commission has been active this Fall  with the
continued identif ication and treatment of Ash trees for the emerald
ash borer on vi l lage lands (streets & parks).   Long term we wi l l  lose
many i f  not  a l l  the Ash trees to the invasive borer,  however,  t reatment
al lows for a more f iscal ly f r iendly plan of  removal  of  these trees and
replacement wi th di f ferent species.   Fall  is also t ime for planting new
street trees in the vi l lage.  As in past years we wil l  be planting “bare
root” trees in locations throughout the vi l lage where trees have been
removed due to age and condit ion or adding new sites as they become
available.   I f  you have a quest ion regarding a street t ree or seek to add a
tree, please contact  the v i l lage of f ice and they wi l l  pass your informat ion to
the Tree Commission who wi l l  get  back to you and discuss your quest ions,
concerns and requests.

Of course, we see the dai ly act iv i ty of  the DPW as they stay hard at  work
with the weekly/monthly tasks and certainly the special  projects they are
involved with throughout the v i l lage.  Every season has chal lenges for
them and we know Fall  means “leaf season” .   They wi l l  be around to al l
the neighborhoods col lect ing leaves and this wi l l  be their  main act iv i ty
(outside of  t rash & recycl ing) dur ing the month of  November.   Please have
your leaves pi led along your property at  the edge of  the road (not in the
road) for  them.

I  have been working with a great committee on updating our Vil lage
Comprehensive Plan, a plan that encompasses the community’s vision,
goals,  and strategies to reflect our vision for people who l ive,  work
and recreate here .   The current plan was updated in 2014 and typical ly is
reviewed and updated every 8-10 years.   We have looked at  updated data
to ident i fy t rends and changes that have occurred, as wel l  as,  future land
use considerat ions,  pol ic ies and best uses for our spaces.  We have
received and reviewed input f rom the community as wel l  through surveys
and publ ic workshops.  Af ter  considerat ion of  a l l  of  the above, the
commit tee is near ing the end of  our review and recommendat ions for the
updated plan.  The Plan wi l l  then be reviewed by the Boards and
Commissions of  the Vi l lage (Planning, Zoning, Histor ic Preservat ion and
Tree Commission) for  any addi t ional  input they would l ike to suggest.   That
wi l l  be reviewed and acted upon by the Commit tee and the f inal draft  wil l
then be proposed to the Vil lage Board.  The public wil l  also have an
opportunity to review the Plan and offer addit ional input.   At that point
the Vil lage Board wil l  address those concerns and hold a Public
Hearing before it  is brought to a vote.  Please check the website as
this process nears the end and participate by sharing your thoughts
with us.  You may also reach out to me directly i f  you have questions. 

As we approach the hol idays,  i t  is  my wish that everyone has the
opportuni ty to enjoy them with fami ly and fr iends and that everyone has a
